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ABSTRACT 

The Test Collection Bulletin is a quarterly digest of 
information on tests and test related services and activities. Each 
issue lists acquisitions to the E-T-S-Test Collection, an extensive 
library of cests, questionnaires, record and report forms and other 
assessment devices. In this issue are 147 measures of achievement, 
aptitude, personality and attitudes, sensory-motor skills, and 
miscellaneous skills. Also included are announcements of tests, test 
reviews, new references on measurement and evaluation, and a listing 
of tests no longer available. Some of the tests described are part of 
the special Head Start Test Collection,, which has been established to 
provide information about ins-truments for those engaged in research 
involving young children.
